The venerable “Cradle of Liberty’ was 
rocked to its foundation with cheers of 
the enthusiastic audience, which crowded 
the structure to the very doors and sur- 
rounded the square where Roman candics 
and skyrockets formed an arch of fire over 
the-hall. Here it was absolutely necessary 
to hold an overflow meeting, owing to the 
clamor of the hundreds who demanded to 
hear of free silver, but who could not jam 
Into the hall. 

It was a great bugle blast, this signal 
for the silver charge on the ranks of gold 
tight here in their stronghold, and nobly 
did the host respond. State Representative 
‘Mellen called the meeting to order and in- 
troduced Timothy W. Coakley as chair- 
man. Mr. Coakley, an orator of considera- 
ble local fame, spoke very encouragingly 
and was loudly applauded. 

Hon. George Frederick Williams was tne 
next speaker. It was some time before 
he could be heard because of the deafen- 
ing cheers of the rousing reception given 
him. His speech was an able effort, dig- 
nified, brilliant and convincing. He was 
frequently interrupted by cheers. 

He said that he could easily understand 
how his fellow citizens could question 
his judgment in his recent sudden change 
of base on the silver question, but in view 
of his record in Massachusetts, he could 
not see how they could question his honor. 

His high praise of Bryan and Sewall 
Was loudly cheered. He said that the first 
telegram he reeeived after the announce- 
ment of his change to silver was one from 
Bryan, reading, ‘God bless you.”

Chicago, July 14.—The gold democratic. or- 
ganization of Illinois will reopen head- 
quarters tomorrow in the Palmer house, 
and the executive committee believes 
there: will be enough favorable responses 
to the manifesto issued last night to guar- 
antee a new national convention fairly rep- 
resentative of the country before the end of 
September. 

Chairman Robbins admitted that he had

Committee Appointed To Confer with 


Bolting Republicans. 

Huron, S. D., July 14.—The populist state 
convention met here today. Senator Pet- 
tigrew and Judge Palmer are here urging 
the indorsement of. Bryan’s nomination 
and it is understood they will dictate a 
portion of the ticket to be nominated. 

The convention was called at 2:30 o’clock 
this afternoon. Pending reports from the 
committees, Messrs. Kelley, Pettigrew, 
Palmer, Kyle and Goodykunch addressed 


the convention. 

Mr. Kyle scored Congressman Pickler 
severely. He said republicans of the state 
were demanding his resignation because 
he refused to stand on a platform made 
by a gang of Wall street gamblers and 
thieves at St. Louis, but the disapproval 
of his course by the republican party filled 
him with pride.

The report was circulated today at the 
Palmer house that the Bryan notification 
committee was in communication with Sen- 
ator Hill with a view to inducing him to 
accept the chairmanship of the notification 
meeting in Madison Square garden.

It is generally believed at state republi- 
can headquarters that the national com- 
mittee at its meeting in Cleveland this 
week will locate branch headquarters in 
Chicago, and place National Committee- 
man Jamieson in charge of the western 
campaign. This will be taken as a recog- 
nition of the claim that Illinois is to be 
the royal battle ground of the campaign.

GOLD DEMOCRATS IN THE DARK. 


Virginia’s Disgruntled Voters at Sea. 
Republicans for Bryan. 

Richmond, Va., July 14.—(Special.)—The 
gold democrats of this state are somewhat 
perturbed about what action to take to 
prevent the nominees of the Chicago con- 
vention from carrying Virginia. 

The number of this class, who will bolt 
the ticket is not very large. These defec- 
tions promise to be more than made up by 
gains from the populist element, who four 
years ago supported Weaver for president. 
Some of the gold democrats are said to be 
considering the suggestion of throwing 
their strength to republican nominees for 
congress, or to such democratic men as 
will decline to abide by the pDlatform 
adopted at the Chicago convention. This 
last idea does not seem at all feasible. No 
man can stand for election to congress 
in this state with any prospect of success, 
who does not commit himself outright to 
the nominees chosen for him by his party 
convention, 

The two most notable bolts among the 
republicans of this state in favor of Bryan 
are United States Circuit Judge Robert 
Hughes and Major Joseph Walker. The 
latter is the chairman of the republican 
committee of this district, and a member 
of the state committee of the same party. 
Judge Hughes is one of the best known 
circuit judges in the south and has written 
some of the ablest free silver artices which 
have been contributed to the press of this 
State. 


DELAWARE REPUBLICANS MEET. 


Candidate for Governor Nominated by 
One Wing of the Party. 

Dover, Del., July 14.—The_ republican 
convention called by the Addicks commity 
tee met here today and the courtroom 
where the convention was held was 


crowded. 

Walter H. Hayes, of Wilmington, was the 
temporary chairman and made a telling 
speech, in which he pleaded for harmony 
between the two factions and called atten- 
tion to the ptight of the democratic party 
on the silver question. He said that the 
democratic party has raised a pole and 
upon it placed the red flag of anarchy. 

Most of the nominations were made by 
county caucuses. The nominees of the con- 
ventions are as follows: 

Governor, John fT. Hoffecker, of Smyrna, 
Kent county; congressman, J. S. Willis, of 
Milford; D. Mifflin Wilson, of Kent coun- 
ty; Daniel J. Fooks, Sussex county. 

The nominations were unopposed and the 
members of the convention ex pressed 
themselves as believing that the same 
ticket would be nominated by the conven- 
tion of the Higgins republicans at George- 
town on Thursday. 

The nomination of John H. Hoffecker, of 
Smyrna, was made by Dr. T. C. Moore, 
and seconded by several others, and the 
nomination of Mr. Willis was made by ex- 
Judge George B. Fisher. 

The platform adopted declared for sound 
money, McKinley and Hobart. and de- 
nounced the action of the national com- 
mittee in refusing to seat the Addicks 
delegates at the St. Louis convention.

BANKERS REPUDIATE BRY AQ. 


People’s Candidate Rejected by Mon- 
eyed New Yorkers. 

New York, July 14.—All the leading dem- 
ocratic bank presidents in this city repu- 
diate the democratic platform and ticket. 
E. D. Randolph, president of the Contt- 
nental National bank, and a life-long 
democrat, said: 

‘“T repudiate utterly both the platform

The fam- 
ily physician, Dr. James W. McLane, was 
immediately summoned and an examination 
disclosed a very slight paralysis of one 
side. Late last evening it was said that 
his physician entertained every hope of 
Mr. Vanderbilt's ultimate recovery. As 
soon as the nature of Mr. Vanderbilt’s ill- 
ness was known Mrs. Vanderbilt and Miss 
Gertrude Vanderbilt, who were at New- 
port, were summoned and all the other 
members of the Vanderbilt family were no- 
tified.

HIBERNIANS IN DETROIT. 


National Convention Called to Order 
by President O’Connor. 
Detroit, Mich., July 14.—The national 
convention of the Ancient Order of Hi- 
bernians opened at the Catholic Club here 
at noon today, nearly 400 delegates being 
present. At 9 o’clock this morning Bishop 
Foley, the national chaplain, celebrated 
pontifical high mass in the cathedral for 
the benefit of the delegates and visitors, 
and preached a sermon appropriate to the 

occasion. 

The convention was opened with an ad- 
dress of welcome which was replied to by 
President P. J. O’Connor, The report of 
the national secretary, M. J. Slattery, for 
the two years ending December 3ist last, 
was read, It shows a total membership of 
89,901, 

This apparent decrease of membership 
of 3,977 since the report made in 1894 is 
caused by the discrepancies in the reports 
from Ohio and Pennsylvania ag furnished 
by the respective secretaries two years 
ago aS compared witn the renert of the 
present secretaries for two years ago. This 
cause being eliminated, the order shows an 
increase of 3,290 members. 

The number of members enjoying insur- 
ance benefits is 7,4830—during the past two 
years $345,768 was paid out A sick benefits 
and $239,888 was paid for charitable and 
other purposes, the total expenditures for 
the period being $1,024,980. Phe recetpts 
during the two years from all scurves 
were $1,075,460 and the orfe¥ has a balance 
on hand of $545,216. The appointment of a 
committee on credentials was the only 
other business transacted. 


STEAMER COLUMBIA ASHORE. 


Between San Francisco and Santa Cruz 
She Strikes a Rock. 


San Francisco, July 14.—The 
Columbia of the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company, Captain Clark, went ashore 
about 8 o’clock this nmforning, during a 
thick fog, at Pigeon Point, a rocky pro- 
jection about halfway between San Fran- 
cisco and Santa Cruz. 

The big steamer was on her way from 
Panama to San Francisco. 

The latest advices from the scene of the 
accident state that the Columbia is in a 
dangerous position, severely pounding the 
rocks, and if she is not soon lightened will 
g0 to pieces. Captain Clark telegraphed 
the office here that the steamer grounded 
at 8 o'clock. The weather was very thick 
and they were lost in the fog. There was 
no notice of danger until the vessel ran 
head-on the point. As soon as possible 
the engines were backed and an effort made 
to get back into deep water, but without 
success. The steamer was hard aground, 
and it was impossible to move her an inch. 

The Columbia is a new ship and one of 
the latest additions to the Pacific fleet 
of the mail company. She was built in 
Chester, in 1892, and is of 3,280 tons burden. 
The Columbia, until a few months ago, 
ran from Panama to New York, making 
her first roundtrip between San Francisco 
and Panama when she ran aground.

Would-Be Assassin Wrote Bad Revolu- 
tionary Verse. 


BUT NOW HE IS SAFELY LOCKED UP 


Only Blank Cartridges Were Found in 
the Man’s Pistol—Great Ex- 
citement Created. 


Paris, July 14.—What is claimed in some 
quarters as an attempt to assassinate Pres- 
ident Felix Faure was made at 2:50 o’clock 
this afternoon at the parade ground at 
Longchamp. 

The day was the one hnudred and sev- 
enth anniversary of the fall of the Bastile, 
and was celebrated in the usual manner, 
including a review of the troops at Long- 
champ, which drew a very large concourse 
of people. Among those present were some 
of the members of the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company, of Boston, who 
were yesterday elected honorary members 
of the Cercle Militaire. 

President Faure, accecmpanied Frime 
Minister Meline, General Lemouton de Bois- 
deffre, chief of staff of the army, and Gen- 
eral Tournier, chief of the president’s mili- 
tary household, left the palace of the Elysee 
in an open carriage and drove to Long- 
champs, it having been arranged that the 
president should review the troops. As the

ATTEMPT MADE ON EZETA’S LIFE 


Jiminez Is the Man’s Name, but He 
Was Bluffed Off. 

San Francisco, Cal., July 14—An attempt 
was made to assassinate Carlos Ezeta, ex- 
president of San Salvador, in the living 
room of his hotel this afternoon. The ex- 
president was seated at a table with a few 
of his friends when Pedro Jiminez, a na- 
tive or Salvador, entered the room. The 
Xntruder walked directly to Ezeta’s chair 
and as the leader faced about, Jiminez spat 
in his face. 

The ex-president sprang to his feet to re- 
sent the insult when Jiminez drew a re- 
volver and leveled it at Ezeta’s breast. 
The former dictator of Salvador retained 
his presenge of mind and seizing a chair, 
he held it over Jiminez’s head and dared 
him to fire. In another moment the would- 
be assassin was disarmed by Ezeta’s 
friends and hurried from the room. Jiminez 
was arrested and stated he was formerly 
district attorney of Salvador under Eze- 
ta’s administration. 

While acting in that capacity he incurred 
the displeasure of the dictator who put him 
to torture. The ex-president denies the 
prisoner’s statement and expresses the be- 
lief that Jiminez is an emissary of Presi- 
dent Gutierrez, of Salvador, who construes 
Ezeta’s presence in San Francisco as a 
menace to the Salvadorean government. 


JOSE MACEO WAS ASSASSINATED.

tall, fair and correctly dressed man of about 
thirty-five years of age stepped slightly in 
advance of the crowd and drew a revolver, 
which some eye witnesses declare he dis- 
charged point blank at the president. Im- 
mediately there was a scene of the greatest 
excitement and it would undoubtedly have 
gone hard with the man had he not at once 
been seized by the gendarmes who were 
standing by. He was at once conducted to 
the temporary police quarters that had been 
established near the grand escade within 
the grounds. 

The man resisted arrest, declaring that he 
had done nothing to cause his being taken 


into custody. He claimed that he had not 
fired the revolver with any intention of in- 
juring the president, and that in fact the 
weapon had been loaded with only blank 
cartridges. He claimed that he had dis- 
charged the revolver in exuberance of spir- 
its. Some of those who stood close by him 
when the president entered the grounds de- 
clare that two shots were fired. 

An examination of the revolver that was 
made by the police appears to bear out the 
prisoner’s statement that blank cartridges 
were used, for in four of the chambers 
cartridges with no bullets were found. At- 
tempts at the police station to learn any- 
thing further from the prisoner were or no 
avail. He stated that his name was Fran- 
cois. and refused to say anything further, 
The prisoner appeared to be insane. 

Exaggerated Reports Spread. 

In the meantime the news of the affair 
had spread like wildfire, and the most ex- 
aggerated reports gained credence. The 
crowd of spectators surged toward the pres- 
ident’s carriage and the toops had a diffi- 
cult task in keeping the excited people 
back. It took only a little time, however, 
for it to be learned that M. Faure was un- 
harmed, whereupon the crowd cheered the 
president again and again. 

M. Faure appeared to be entirely un- 
moved by the excitement. He had paid no 
attention to the shot and calmly conversed 
with his companions in the carrjage until 
the shouts and cheers of the multitude 
drowned his voice. Then directing his 
coachman to proceed, the cariage, which 
had been temporarily stoppped, went on to 
the stand, where the president reviewed 
the troops, after which he was driven back 


to the palace of the Elysee. 

The police informed a _ reporter of La 
Presse that Francois is the same lunatic 
who recently threw a bundle of petitions 
from the gallery of the chamber of depu- 
ties into the body of the house, thereby 
causing a semi-panic among the members, 
who imagined that the bundle was a bomb. 

Late this afternoon Francois was exam- 
ined by Prefect Lepine. He was then more 
communicative and told the prefect that in 
discharging the revolver he merely wished 
to attract attention. He reiterated his 
statement that he had no wish to injure 
anybody, and that the weapon was loaded 


with only blank cartridges. 
Francois was formerly a strtet surveyor, 
employed by the municipal council of Paris, 
but was discharged on account cf his pre- 
sumed anarchistic tendencies. 

Wrote Revolutionary Verses. 

The special offense which led to his dis- 
charge was the publication of revolutionary 
verses. He lives at 46 Rue Clery. His res- 
idence was searched by the police but noth- 
ing of a suspicious nature was found, Tae 
officials believe that he is insane. 

During the commotion which followed the 
firing a reputed anarchist named Boulant 
was arrested for saying: 

“That’s the sort of fellow for me. He 
has done the proper thing.’’ 

This approval of outrage is a penal of- 
fence under M. Dupuy’s anti-anarchist 
laws and Boulant stands a gocd chance 
of spending a few of the coming years in 
prison. ; 

The feeling of the crowd at the reviewing 
grounds was illustrated by its treatment 
of waiter at a cafe at the Grand Cas- 
cafe. In some way this man was mistaken 
by the crowd for Francois and a savage 
attack was made upon him. One of his 
eyes was torn from its socket and he was 
almost lynehed before the police were able 
to rescue him. 

The news of the shooting had preceded 
the president to the city and as he was 
recognized by the people on the streets 
through which he passed on his return he 
was greeted with cheers and congratula- 
tions. This evening the diplomats and a 
large number of the prominent men called 
at the palace of the Elysee and congrat- 
ulated M. Faure. Several sovereigns sent 
telegraphic messages Of congritulation.

WEYLER OPENS A REGISTER, 


Foreigners Must Give Their Homes—A

Havana, July 14.—It is stated that Cap- 
tain General Weyler will issue a decree 
tomorrow obliging all foreigners to inscribe 
their nationality on a special register, to 
be opened by the general government. 

They will be given thirty days in which 
to comply with the terms of the decree. 

The measure is taken in view of the 
abuses committed by the natives who as- 
sume false nationalities or allege that 
they are foreign born, with thie object of 
eluding responsibilities under the Spanish 
laws. 4

of public funds, the prosecution today 
completed its testimony consisting of sto- 
ries of various property owners about 
difficulties experienced in getting money 
due them for damages on account of the 
opening of streets and statements of sev- 
eral city officials in regard to the finances 
of the city attorney's office. 

The plea of the defense as indicated in 
the opening adress will be that House’s 
acts were those of a subordinate, without 
responsibility except to his principal, and 
that he handled the tnoney in the name and 
under the direction of the late city attor- 
ney, who has pleaded guilty.

Engineer Is Killed and Many Passen- 
gers Seriously Hurt on the Lehigh.

curve yesterday afternoon between Wohaite 

Haven and Freeland, struck a cow. 

The engine was derailed and thrown 
down an embankment 200 feet high and 
the three passenger coaches were thrown 
from the tracks upon their sides. 

The engineer was killed and a score of 
people hurt, several seriously. The acci- 
dent was the most serious passenger 
wreck that has occurred on the Lehieh 
Valley railroad since the memorable Mud 
Run disaster. 


CRASHED THROUGH A BRIDGE. 


One Man Killed and Another Fatally 
Injured at McKinley’s Home. 
Canton, O., July 14.—A traction engine 
and water tank crashed through the Lin- 
den avenue bridge at 6 o'clock last night, 
instantly killing John FP. Schull, and fa- 
tally injuring Charles T. Ebrjght.

Creech Advanced with an Open Knife. 
Shannon Followed. 


Columbia, S. C., July 14.—(Special.)—The 
coroner’s inquest in the Drennan-Shannon 
killing at Richburg, S. C., on Saturday 
night brings out the fact that Shannon 
had nothing to do with the row and was 
acting in the capacity of a peacemaker 
when he received the fatal shot. 

It appears that Jim Creech, who re- 
ceived a wound in the arm, quarreled with 
a cousin and while Shannon and young 
Drennan were putting Creech out, Drennan 
administered a kick to him. Shannon took 
“reech up the road a short distance at- 
tempting to pacify him, but Creech, smart- 
ing under the insult, finally jerked loose, 
and returning to the store, challengea 
Drennan to come out into the street and 
set a good beating. 

Instead of going Drennan armed himself 
and warned Creech not to attempt to enter 
the stoore., 

Thoroughly infuriated, Creech advanced, 
some say, With an open knife in his hand. 
Drennan opened fire, Creech gteadily ad- 
vancing. The second shot entered Creech’s 
arm, the third grazed his hand and the 
fourth struck Shannon, who was entering 
the door behind Creech, with the intention 
uf stopping him and calling out to Dren- 
nan to cease firing. 

Drennan claims that ‘he had no intention 
of killing any one, and was simply acting 
in self-defense. 

Drennan has been committed to jail at 
Chester to await trail at the October term 
of court.

ENGLAND SHOWS RESENTMENT. 


Objects to Papal Interference in the 
Wife’s Sister Bill. 

London, July 14.—The passage of the de- 
ceased wife’s sister bill through the house 
of lords after forty years of agitation suits 
most of the London press. The question 
now is whether or not the government 
will give the bill a chance of passing the 
house of commons. It is believed that at 
least two-thirds of the members of the 
lower house favor the measure, 

Lord Dunraven made a telling point when 
he produced a “whip’’ sent to the Catholic 
peers in which Cardinal Vaubhan declared 
that he had the authority of the pope to 
call upon all Catholics to oppose the Dill. 
This has been seized upon by the news- 
papers today as interference with English 
politics and is certain to intensify the 
feeling in favor the measure. 

The News says: ‘“‘The impudent attempt 
of an Italian priest to interfere in the de- 
cisions of the British parliament has no 
parallel since Pope Pius IX procured the 
defeat of Mr. Gladstone’s Irish university 
bill in 1873.”’ 

The lords who voted for the bill include 
the prince of Wales, duke of Connaught, 
the duke of York, the duke of Fife, Lord 
Roseberry, Baron Herschell,. Lord Lans- 
downe, the duke of St. Albans and others. 
Their opposition included two archbishops, 
nineteen bishops, the duke of Argyll, Lord 
Salisbury, Lord Cranbrook and the duke 
of Richnrond. 
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TURKS SLAUGHTER WOMEN. 


Christian Delegates Withdraw from 
the Cretan Assembly. 


Canea, Crete, July 14.—The Christian 
delegates in the Cretan assembly, sitting 
here, withdrew from that body yesterday, 
stating that they had resolved to formu- 
late a declaration setting forth their claims 
and to unite in a special assembly from 
which the Turks should be excluded from 
nrembership. 

The insurgents at Apokorona, a day or 
two ago, killed the crew of a Turkish 
bark. The Turkish troops ursued the 
insurgents, and in their pursuit fired upon 
everybody they met along the shore, mak- 
ing no discrimination in favor of women 
and children, of whom they killed a great 


many. 
The action of the troops has_ caused in- 


tense excitement and indignation and the 
foreign consuls have made a protest 
against it to Berovitch Georgi Pasha, the 
newly appointed Christian governor of the 
island.

Withdrawal of Land Bill Amendments 
Evokes Criticism. 


AMENDMENTS ARE MODIFIED 


English Papers Discuss the Situation 
from All Sides. 


WEAKNESS IS OPENLY ATTRIBUTED 


Joe and Gerald Are Both Made Merry 
with by the Various Opposi- 
tion Journals. 


London, July 14.—The withdrawal of; the 
amendments of the Irish land bill offered 
by Mr. Gerald Balfour, chief secretary 
for Ireland, is being sharply criticised by 
friends of the governnmrent and has caused 
much rejoicing among the radicals, whose 
supporters in newspaper circles are re- 
joicing over the government’s discom-~ 
fiture. 

The Times, a government paper, at- 
tributes the action of Mr. Balfour to bad 
management. The Daily News, liberal, 
predicts that the amendments withdrawn 
will be added to the bill by the house of 
lords, and by the application of the closure 
they will be forced through the house of 
commons. The general belief is that Mr. 
Joseph Chamberlain, secretary of state for 
the colonies, is responsible for the with- 
drawal of the amendnrents by his support 
of Mr. T. W. Russell, the Ulster unicnist 
leader, in his objections thereto, thus in- 
ducing Mr. Balfour to rescind them. 

The Standard, conservative, which is 
also a warm supporter of the government, 
commenting upon the impossibility of car- 
rying through all the measures which the 
government has included in its programme, 
advises thent to drop these bills forthwith. 
“It is hard,’’ says The Standard, ‘‘to mas- 
sacre the innocents, but there is no kindc- 
ness in allowing them to linger to an in- 
glorious end.”’ 

The political situation has been only 
partially relieved by the yielding of 
Gerald Balfour to the pressure for modi- 
fication of the amendments .of the .and 
bill. . There is a continuance touay of the 
demands of Mr. Russell and others for 
further modifications of the measure, while 
the press and people generally are giving 
expression to sentiments of extreme dis- 
gust at the feebleness displayed by the 
government. 

Many conservatives admit that if it were 
not for the hopeless divisions that exist 
between the liberals and radicals the gov- 
ernment would be in a serious plight, as 
the land bill is the second government 
nreasure of supreme importance introduced 
at the present session of parliament which 
is being wrecked on lines laid down by 
the government. A few more bills like 
the educational bill and the Irish land 
bill, if wrecked by pressure wifhin the par- 
ty. will be sure to put the conservative 
party to such a difficult pass as will neces- 
sitate the reconstruction of tne ministry, 
an end to which Mr. Chamberlain, who 
supplies the real force of the present pres- 
sure, would not object. T. R. O'Connor, 
discussing this subject in his paper, The 
Sun, today, says: 

“The plain truth is that though Mr. 
Russell was the ostensible agent of this 
cOilapse, the whole affair was a personal 
triumph for Chamberlain and the land- 
lord ring. The cabinet would have paid 
little attention to Russell's protest, as with 
their large majority in the house of com- 
mons they could easily afford to disre- 
gard the clamor of a few Ulster men. But 
Russell is Joe’s protege and follower, and 
Balfour, who would smile at the idea of 
being disconcerted by Russell, retired frorn 
the lists before a salaried official. As Joe 
cannot afford to lose a supporter, he has 
cunningly seized’ the chances to assert 
himself and his friends and to humiliate 
the house of Cecil.’”’

HE REFUSES TO BE SEEN 


His Correspondence Is Growing with 
Rapidity—What the Romans Are 
Doing Poiitically. 


Rome, Ga., July 14.—(Special.)—The pop- 
ulists of three counties have now declared 
in favor of Hon. Seaborn Wright for gov- 
ernor of Georgia. During his absence for 
a couple of days, in Tennessee, his oftice, 
begins to look like a branch of the post- 
Office from the stacks of letters thai his 
Office boy is continually adding to as cach 
mail brings in new ones from all over 
the state. He could not be but it 
was learned from his most intimate friends 
that he will be heard from a little later 
on tn the campaign. Being an outspoken 
free silver man he will no doubt give his 
support and influence for the election of 
Bryan and Sewall, the democratic nom- 
inees. 

Mr. Wright is a good fighter, and if he 
enters the race for governor he will stir 
up things tnroughout this section. His 
former partner, Judge W. M. Henry, hav- 
ing been elevated to the bench for the 
second time, will be a candidate for re- 
election before the next Georgia legislature 
and the partnership will be dissolved. 

In a few days Mr. Wright will enter into 
partnership with Mr. Albert G. wing, one 
of the most prominent young attorneys of 
the city, and a member of the distinguish- 
ed families of Iwings, of Kentucky.

BRYAN’S MAGNETISM. 


A Man Who Lives in Boston Recalls 
a Joint Debate in Nebraska. 
From The Boston Globe. 

A. EF. Yont, who is now with Bradstreet’s 
in this city, was a college student out in 
Nebraska at the time when William J. 
Bryan, democratic nominee for the presi- 
dency of the United States, first sprank 
into politicg and fame. He tells a story 
of the boy orator of the Platte and his 
deeds, as follows: 

“Tl was in the University 
for four years. Bryan had 
state but two years and was a compara- 
tively unknown lawyer, with an office in 
the Burr building, in Lincoln, and plenty of 
time on his hands to devote to party ser- 
vice. Suddenly he was nominated and 
elected to congress, overturning a big re- 
publican majority of long standing. 

“Well, I remember the first of a series 
of joint debates between Bryan and Con- 
nell, the opposing candidates, which was 
held in Lincoln. The young and almost 
briefless counselor at law had issued the 
challenge. Bryan spoke first for thirty 
minutes, followed by Connell, who occu- 
pied forty minutes, and then Bryan closed 
in ten minutes. 

“The last argument at that time of the 
man who is now running for president 
was the most remarkable. most brilllant 
burst of oratory that I have ever heard, 
or that I ever expect to hear. The entire 
audience was swept away by his eloquence, 
just as was the great convention at Chica- 
go. He was carried off his feet by the 
rushing of the enthusiastic crowd at the 
finish. and overwhelmed by congratula- 
tions, while poor Connell sat almost alone 
in a corner although nearly all present were 
republicans. 

“Bryan was victorious in the election 
despite the fact that the remainder of his 
party ticket was defeated in the state. The 
unknown man had become known. His po- 
litical career, which was to overshadow 
his achievements in law practice, was fair- 
ly started. 

The second time the boy orator of the 
Platte ran for congress his opponent was 
Field, who had been a district judge in 
Nebraska and was very popular. Excite- 
men ran high. Field attempted the joint 
debate act. but was overwhelmed in the 
first encounter on the stump—partly, per- 
haps, because he lost the notes which he 
had packed in his grip. Bryan, during this 
campaign, delivered six long speeches dai- 
ly, but in the end his health broke down 
and he could hardly utter a word. 

“T remember being in the little office in 
the Burr building in Lincoln the night after 
election. The contest was close and the 
returns somewhat conflicting. One county 
would put one man in the lead; then in 
would come another county, and temporari- 
ly reverse the result. Fhe Burr building 
contained nothing but law offices, and all 
the lawyers had left their apartments, and 
were surrounding Bryan. He, who is re- 
ported to have followed the proceedings of 
the convention at Chicago in 1896 sO 
calmly, was not so cool on that night in 
Nebraska. He sat at a little desk figuring 
on the congressional returns, nervous and 
agitated. But perhaps the condition of the 
man was the natural result of overwork 
in the hard campaign. Several days passed 
before it was certain that he had been re- 
elected by a slight mafority—not more than 
140. 

“Bryan was often invited to the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska while I was a student 
there to deliver lectures on political econo- 
my. I think the class of 1894 elected him an 
honorary member. He was very popular 
at the institution, 

“One day when at Ashland, Standing on 

the platform of the railroad station—I was 
coach then of a football team which had 
been playing a game in that town—Bryan 
got off the train. I recognized him imme- 
diately and told the boys who he was. 
The brawny students seized the man who 
is now a candidate for president of the 
United States and gave him a tossing in 
true football fashion. The illustrious vic- 
tim of the Sport took the tossing good- 
naturedly, in fact seemed to enjoy it, shook 
hands all around and congratulated me 
that the team had won the victory of the 
day on the gridiron. 
, ‘Personally Bryan, then as now, was 
remarkable for his magnetism and his wit. 
Although he did not seem to be very pro- 
found, yet he had such a simple, lucid 
was of putting things that what he said 
was apt to convince—at least for the mo- 
ment. 

“He was handsome; not tall, but broad- 
shouldered; weighing perhaps 175, with a 
big face and jet black hair. He always 
wore the same kind of a black felt hat. 

“Such are my recollections of the boy 
orator of the Platte, as I saw him. and 
met him and conversed with him, when I 
was a student in the University of Nebras- 
ka, and he was Striking out in politics on 
the road which points in the direction of 
the white house at Washington.”

A Serious Evil 

One of the most important declara- 
tions of the platform recently adopted 
in Chicago is the one which pronounces 
against the importation of foreigu pau- 
per labor. , 

‘or several years past this country 
has suffered untold evils.@m account of 
the extreme laxity of our immigration 
laws. As it is now the most ignorant 
and degraded classes of Europe can 
enter our ports without the least re- 
striction and unless some speedy remedy 
is applied the consequences will be seri- 
ous if not disastrous. 

The commissioner of immigration has 
just filed his report for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1896. This report con- 
tains a number of interesting items and 
throws considerable light on the situa- 
tion. 

During the last twelve months 263.709 
immigrants have landed upon the shores 
of this country. For the year preceding 
the total number of immigrants was 
only 190,928, showing an increase of 
72,781 arrivals during the last fiscal 
year. 

But the number of foreign immigrants 
landing upon our shores this year is 
not only much larger than it was for 
the year immediately preceding, but, 
according to the commissioner, it is the 
largest immigration which has ever 
been recorded in the archives of the 
burean. 

These 263,709 immigrants are divided 
among the various European countries 
as follows: Italy, 66,445: Austro-Hun- 
gary, 52,085; Russia, 39,859: the Tnited 
Kingdom, 38,226; Germany, 24,230; 
Sweden and Norway, 22,078; Turkey and 
Greece, 6,249; other countries, 13.637. 

From this table it will be observed 
that Italy heads the column of immi- 
grants. This is due to the military 
operations which the Italian govern- 
ment has carried on for the last few 
months. Hundreds of poverty-stricken 
Italians, unable to make a decent living, 
have preferred to leave the country 
rather than jeopardize their lives in 
fighting for a government which at best 
had only given them a precarious and 
painful existence, Some of these im- 
migrants will doubtless make good citi- 
zens, but this is more than can be said 
for a great majority of them. 

Not only does Italy come first in the 
number of immigrants which she has 
sent over to this country, but also in the 
number of illiterate immigrants who 
can neither read nor write. Of the total 
number of Italian immigrants there 
were 30,728  illiterates, Hungary fur- 
nished 8,739, Russia 7,482, Ireland. 1,- 
430, Turkey and Greece 2.092. There 
were only 410 illiterates from Germany 
and 217 from Norway and Sweden. 

The few Spaniards who came over 
during the year brought with them the 
greatest amount of money per capita. 
The average wealth of each Spanish 
immigrant was $71.62. The Hungarian 
immigrants averaged only &5.89. The 
total amount of money brought over by 
these various immigrants is estimated 
at $3,534,399. 

This amount is exceedingly small 
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| when divided among the total number 


} Which 


of immigrants and does not begin to | 


compensate the’ government for the ex- 
pense to which it will be put in provid- 
ing homes for the large number of pau- 
pers who are wholly unable to make a 
living for themselves. 

This year’s record should be a warn- 
ing to our law makers in Washington. 
Unless our immigration laws are so 
amended as to exclude from our shores 
the criminal and pauper elements of for- 
eign lands the consequences will be dis- 
astrous.

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After Fifty Years of Dispute. 

Something over fifty years ago a bill 
was introduced in the bouse of com- 
mons making it lawful for a man to con- 
tract marriage with his deceased wife’s 
sister.

The opposition to the measure was 
largely inspired by the Church of Eng- 
land and this accounts for the seal of 
failure which was stamped upon the 
bill for more than Aalf a century. 

With as much régularity as the issue 
of the almanac the measure came up in 
parliament each year. Like the ghost 
of Banquo it was characterized by a 
most remarkable tenacity and refused to 
“down” at the bidding of the house of 
lords, 

All things, however, come in time. 
Even the solid rock at length gives way 
under the constant dripping of the rain. 
After more than fifty years of conflict 
between the two houses of parliament 
the lords have at last decided to settle 
the matter. A bill has recently passed 
that body which makes it lawful for a 
man to marry his deceased wife's Sister, 
but which provides that the marriage 
shall not be solemnized by a clergyman 
of the Chureh of England. 

The passage of the bill by the house of 
lords is largely due to the influence of 
Queen Victoria and other members of 
the roval family who are heartily in 
favor of the measure. 

Such marriages are valid in nearly 
every country of Kurope and America. 
England, therefore, is somewhat tardy 
in recognizing the right which other 
countries have settled years ago.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. | 


One of the longest tunnels in the world is 
the one which runs through Mount Cenis, 
cor.necting the provines of Savoy and Pied- 
mont, 
eight miles in length. The plans for this 
remarkable excavation were drawn in 1848, 
but it was not until several years later that 
the work was actually commenced. King 
Victor Emanuel of Italy inaugurated the 
construction of the tunnel by putting the 
machinery in motion in 1857. The boring 
was not completed until December, 1870, 
more than twelve years later. The cost of 
the work was $13,000,000. Another famous 
tunel fs that which passes through Mont 
St. Gothard, which is the longest in the 
world, being 48,840 feet in length. It trav- 
erses the center of Switzeland at a height 
of from 8,000 to 12,000 feet above the sea. 
It was commenced in 1872 and was opened 
in 182, ten years having thus been occu- 
pied in its construction. It has a very im- 
portant effect upon the commerce between 
Italy, Switzefland and Germany. This tun- 
nel was bored out by means of mechanical 
drills, the progress made being thirteen feet 
per day. 


The nominee of the national democratic 
corvention comes from remarkable stock.

| days that the great-grandmother of Wil- 


liam J. Bryan is still living. Her name is 
Mary T. Cobb, and she resides at New Leb- 
anon, Ind. She was born in the state of 
Kentucky in 1802, and is therefore at pres- 
ent in her ninety fifth year. 


The recent discoveries which the French 
have made at Delphi are interesting. Per- 
haps the most remarkable of these is a 
large bronze statue in excellent preserva- 
tion, the left arm being the only part miss- 
ing. “This statue,’’ observes a writer in 
Harper’s Weekly, “has been identified as 
one of Hiero, the tyrant of Syracuse, who 
was twice victor at the Pythian games in 
the riding race and once in the chariot race, 
in the years 486, 482, 470 B. C. He also 
caried off three victories with his horses 
at Olympia and one at Thebes. The im- 
mortal fame, however, of this Hiero, son of 
Deinomenes, rests wpon the glory which 
literary men have cast over him. Pindar 
made his victories the subjects of some of 
his finest odes and Xenophon named a di- 
alogue “‘Hiero,’’ in which the Syracuse ty- 
rant converses with the poet Simonides. In 
the newly-discovered statue we probably 
have a monument commemorating one of 
the Pythian victories sung by Pindar. It 
must be a thrilling suggestion to any lover 
of ancient civilization and culture to have 
an adequate contemporary illustration to 
the ode of the greatest lyric poet, after 
more than twenty-four centuries. For the 
light shed upon the history of ancient art 
the work is of supreme importance. Pausa- 
nias describes the bronze statues of Hi- 
ero’s race horses at Olympia, which were 
the joint work of two of the greatest sculp- 
tors of the day, the immediate precursors 
of Phidias—namely, Onatas of Aegina and 
Kalamis of Athens. The Delphi statue, be- 
ing an original work by an artist of the 
time, will no doubt throw considerable light 
upon the art of that interesting period. 
There is, by the way, a pretty story told 
by Pliny concerning the horses of Kalamis, 
which shows the good fellowship among 
artists and the generous natfre of the 
great Praxiteles: ‘In order that Kalamis 
should not appear inferior in his statues of 
men, Praxiteles added a chariotteer to the 
horses of the older artist.”’

The stock exchange has no Bryan, so 
far as is known, but on Saturday it work- 
ed itself into quite a fair imitation of the 
Chicago convention hysterics. One of the 
members frantically waved an American 
flag, and there was a great outcry and 
uproar against ‘‘Bryan and populism.’’ The 
tumult ended with the organization of a

These men may mean well, but they don't 
seem ta know that any demonstration 
which they may make is not calcnlated 
to help the republican ticket. They ought 
to have received a strong ‘hint from St. 
Louis and to have learned for certain 
from Chicago that anything which “Wall 
street’ wants is quite sure to be hotly 
opposed by immense bodies of voters in 
other parts of th country. 

Nor ‘s this feeling without reason. Many 
of the wrongs and grievances complained 
of by the voters who sent the wild two- 
thirds majority to the Chicago convention 
are real and just. Utterly mistaken as 
we believe these men to be in the remedy 
they propose, and strongly as we have felt 
it to be our duty to resist and to plead 
with them, we have never for a moment 
lost sight of the fact that iheir grievance 
is great and their complaint in some part 
well founded. 

It is the concrete and combined power 
for which ‘‘Wall steet’’ is .he symbol in 
the popular mind that has made a monopoly 
of transportation, that has brought all the 
great prime necessaries of life—iron, steel, 
coal, oil, beef, sugar and a hundred oth- 
ers—under the control of trusts and com- 
binations that oppress labor at one nd 
and rob consumers at the other. 

It is “‘Wall street’ that has depleted 
the treasury of gold and exacted usurious 
millions from the government in forced 
bond sales to “protect its credit.” 

It is you, gentlemen of the gambling 
exchanges, manipulators of money cor- 
ners, organizers of swindling trusts, wreck- 
ers of railroads, shearers of “‘lambs,”’ tax 
dodgers and absorbers of money that you 
never earned, who have done more than 
all the ignorant blundering at Washing- 
ton and all the demogogy at the south 
end west to raise the specter of anarchy 
and populism at which you now stan ar- 
frighted. : 

And it is the knowledge of these facts 
that leads us to deplore the blundering 
and excesses at Chicago. The rulers of 
that convention protected Wali sireet far 
better than the stock exchange cen do it. 
They did the work of the trusts far more 
effectively than any debauched legislators 
or complaisant attorney generals have 
ever done it For by forcing an issue in- 
volving the integrity of our ,currency and 
the honor of the government they have 
rendered republican success certain. And 
what that means the memory of the car- 
nival of spoils and the revel of extrava- 
gance, tariff for campaign contributors and 
protection to trusts under the last republi- 
can restoration will faintly indicate. 

As a resulf of the Chicago crime and 
blunder the. people who suffer and com- 
plain will have not more money but less, 
not fewer ni@rtgages but more. They will 
have more taxes, more trusts, more debt, 
more misery. “Consequences are unpity- 
ing.” But if anything can help to avert 
them it will be the organization of Wall 
street McKinley clubs.

Diaz's headquarters are here. Hie is 
acting under the direction of Dr. I. T. 
Tichenor, of the home mission board, of 
this city, and Dr. Tichenor expects Diaz 
to remain here until the war in Cuba is 
over. He has mapped out work for the 
gifted missionary to do all over the south 
and the statement that he is to return 
to Cuba, a filibuster, comes as @ surprise 
to the Baptists of the south. 

Dr. Diaz left here only recently and 
went to New York, He is there now, and 
according to reports, has been indulging 
in war talk. 

Dr. Diaz is a patriot and minister of 
national standing. He has been heard 
throughout the country in the pulpits and 
lecture halls of the large cities. When he 
was locked up under the fearful menace 
of death at the hands of General Weyler 
the whole American country was shocked 
and the very deepest interest was taken 
in liberating him. 

It was through the intervention of Amer- 
icans that he was saved. He was known 
in Havana to have strong sympathy for 
the rebels and to aid them whenever the 
smallest opportunity offered. Weyler Was 
strongly inclined to visit the extremest 
penalty upon the Baptist missionary, but 
the strong case made out in his behalf by 
the Americans and the showing that Diaz 
stood high here, caused the Spanish com- 
mander, in opposition to his wishes, to 
release his famous prisoner. Diaz was re- 
garded as lucky to have escaped with his 
life and he was~-warned to stay in the 
United States while the war lasted. 

But Dr. Diaz is a man of fiery feeling 
and his strong passion for the Cuban cause 
has made him restless to be back upon the 
scene of strife. He has chafed under his 
helplessness and now it appears that the 
ministerial patriot is going to break the 
bounds and go back.. 

He has been in New York several days 
and has been in conference with the offi- 
cials of the Cuban junta there. He has 
figured conspicuously in their work and 
the rumor is as well authenticated as any 
rumor of this ind can well be, that 
Diaz is going to head a filibustering expe- 
dition shortly to leave New York tor 
Cuba. 

Thdse who know the intense nature of 
Dr. Diaz feel no surprise at this reported 
step They fully believe that he will go. 

Dr. Diaz was in Atlanta up to a few 
days ago, when he went to New York on

LETTER FROM THE LOST. 


After a Silence of Thirteen Years a 
Sailor Writes to His Mother—He 
Was Thought To Be Dead.

After an absence of more than thirteen 
years from his home in this city, Joe Jor- 
dan has written a letter to his mother 
telling her of his adventures and the in- 
cidents of his seafaring life. 

The letter, just received by his mother, 
is dated New York, but her son is now sail 
ing on a three-masted schooner for Port 
Natal, in far-away south Africa. 

Thirteen years ago Joe Jordan, then a 
young boy, lived at the home of his moth- 
er on Ira street. Suddenly he left home, 


and all trace was lost of him. His mother 


waited for his return, but in vain. Last 
week a letter, the first information in all 
these years, was received by his mother, 
and the glad tidings that her son was alive 
and well brought joy to her heart. 

The letter received last week gives the 
history of Jordan’s life since he left At- 
Janta, and if full of interesting facts. Jor- 
dan has been a sailor for several ye~@=rs, 
and during that time he has traveled over 
the high seas and visited almost every port 
of importance. In a few days he will arrive 
at Port Natal, south Africa, -shere the 
vessel in which he is sailing will 1emain 
for about eight months. When the cargo 
is loaded and the.ship returns, Jordan will 
come with it, and will probably abandon his 
seafaring life when the good old ship 
touches American shores. 

“When I left Atlanta,’’ writes Jcrdan, 
“Tl went to Macon, and from that city 
I went direct to Brunswick, where I staid 
two or three days. I then went on dcwn 
to Tampa, where I met a inan ramed 
Laurine, with whom I worked several 
days.”’ 

Jordan went to Jacksonville, Pensacola 
and across to Mobile, and took shipping 
to Daphne, and worked on the island for 
six weeks for his board. Jordan scon be- 
came dissatisfied and returned to Mobile 
and took passage on an English vessel. At 
Many ports the vessel touched, and it was 
@everal years before Jordan walked upon 
his native soil. 

Jordan is now between New York and 
south Africa—somewhere on the ccean— 
sailing toward Port Natal. When the ves- 
sel returns he will come back io his home 
he left when he was a boy and will prob- 
ably remain in Atlanta. Jordan's father 
was a member of fhe police force a num- 
ber of years, and there are many who re- 
member the boy.

This 13 the Last Day for the Convict 
Lessees To Pay Up. 


DADE COMPANY WILL REFUSE 


Steps May Be Taken To Cancel the 
Lease It Holds. : 


OTHERS ARE EXPECTED TO PAY PROMPTLY 


Governor Atkinson Will Bein His Of- 
fice To Receive the Checks if 
They Are Sent. 


This is the last day allowed by the gov- 
ernor for the payment of the fines im- 
pesed on the convict lessees as the result of 
the sensational investigation two or three 
months ago. 

The lessee companies have not yet paid 
the fines, and it is said that only two of the 
three companies involved will send the 
requisite checks to the capitol today. Com- 
pany No. 1, the Dade Coal Company, will 
not pay the fine, according to the general 
impression in the city. 

It is said the company will contest the 
payment of the fine assessed against it 
and it may be that the state will attempt 
to cancel the contract with the company 
or endeavor: to secure a judgment agarnst 
the lessees in the courts. These are the two 
alternative left the state in the event the 
company declines to pay the fines. 

The company will contend that the gov- 
ernor had no authority to assess the fines, 
and an interesting lawsuit may grow out 
of the action of the companies today. If 
none of them pay the fines the governor 
will probably direct Attorney General Ter- 
rell to take steps against them at once 
according to law. It is said that compa- 
nies Nos. 2 and 3 will pay the fines im- 
posed on them by the governor. 

Governor Atkinson will be in his office 
today, and unless he hears something from 
the companies he will doubtless send for 
Mr. Terrell and the first steps to the inter- 
esting proceedings to follow will be taken. 
The law will be appealed to. The state con- 
tends that the governor has the right to 
cancel the lease and take the convicts away 
from any company which declines to pay 
a fine assessed against it. 

Tt is said that Mr. Julius L. Brown, pres- 
ident of the Dade company, claims that the 
company has no money with which to pay 
the fine, and that will be made a plea in 
the case. If it appears to the state that 
there, is no hope of getting a good judg- 
ment against the company in a suit for 
the amount involved, other steps will be 
taken. The law gives the state the right 
to remove the convicts from the leasing 
camp in such cases. 

It will be remembered that the peniten- 
tiary companies were arraigned before Gov- 
ernor Atkinson some time ago and required 
to answer to several charges of mistreat- 
ment of convicts under their care. The in- 
vestigation created considerable interest at 
the time, and it was a lengthy one. 

It was charged that several of the com- 
panies had allowed the convicts to be inhue- 
manely treated and when the evidence in 
the cases was heard by the governor he 
concluded that the charges had been sub- 
stantiated. He accordingly fined the com- 
panies sums amounting to a total of about 
$2,500. The last day for the payment of the 
fines was set for today and the important 
turn in the case has now come into sight.

Gov- 
ernor Atkinson presided, and some of the 
leading attorneys of the state took part in 
the investigation. )

Cotton Closed a Few Points Higher in 
the Face of Bearish News and 
Wheat Showed a Steady Tone. 


New York, July 14.—Stocks were weak 
and feverish throughout the session, There 
Was considerable pressure to sell the Indus- 
trials, and certain of those sto ks sustained 
serious losses. The market Was adversely 
influenced by talk of heavy gold shipments 
and the further the treasury gold 
reserve. According to foreign the 
exports of the metal on Thursday and Sat- 
urday will le larger than is zenerally ex- 
pected.

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It is assured that the tight sleeve is the 
coming fashion for late summer and early 
fall wear. Now every woman is studying 
her arms. She wants first of all to Know 
how the tight sleeve is going to look on 
them. 

It’s all nonsense 
moderate sleeve 
and fitted below the elbow. 
becoming sieeve for general wear. 

The tight, close-fitting sleeve is as great 
@ monstrosity as any of the balloon sleeves 
have been. No one can wear it who hasn’t 
a good upper arm without being ridiculous. 
The majority of women are in two classes. 
One has an arm fat to excess. The other, 
and by far the biggest class, has only a 
gticklike upper arm. In many cases the 
arm below the elbow many be fairly well 
developed, but from shoulder to elbow the 
muscles are practically dead and the arm 
has never grown. 

The tight sleeve will reveal all these de- 
formities. About next November there will 
be consternation at the sight of spindle 
arms and the fashion in sleeves, and a mad 
rush for gymnasiums and Delsarte teachers. 
Impraved arms made to order in a month 
will be the demand. 

“There is no reason why any arm should 
not be developed until the upper part is 
fit to be put into as close a fitting sleeve 
as fashion may insist on,” said Mme. Al- 
berti, smilingly. 

She went on to say: “It is the easiast 
thing in the world for a girl to do if sne 
onlv understands the muscles of the arm. 
If ignorant she may develop either the up- 
per part or the lower part at the expense 
of the othe¥. By judicious exercise she 
can make the arm- symmetrical and that is 
what a woman longs for most of all. She 
doesn’t want a bunch of muscle here and 
another there.” 

Mme. Alberti knows what she is talking 
about. She can take a wooden, sticklike 
girl and develop her into a thing of curves 
and beauty. 

The athletic girl who plays tennis and 
rides and strolls over the golf links needn't 
smile with any sense of secure superiority. 
Mme. Alberti says that many of the sum- 
mer girl’s chief delights will not save her 
arms. She will find to her horror that if 
both sleeves are made to measure the same, 
one will be close fitting and the other too 
big. In short, the athletic girl will turn 
out one-sided. 

lf any girl will spend twenty or thirty 
minutes daily during the summer in: look- 
ing after her arms she may wear tight- 
fitting sleeves at the end of three months 
Without a- blush. 

No Apparatus Required. 

The exercises are very simple and don’t 
require any special apparatus. 

Mme. Alberti showed them to meé. 

“This is probably the best of all,’” she 
said. “It. is the trembling exercise. It 
sounds very simple, yet Sandow claims that 
much of his muscle has been acquired 
through this trembling practice. It is 
done like this.”’ 

‘One arm was poised up and the other 
downward. That really makes little dif- 
ference, The hands are let hang loosely— 
relaxed is the professional term for ft. 
Suddenly a tremor starts at the shoulder 
and runs down the length of the arm to the 
wrist. It looks like a trembling of the 
arm. 

“The trembling,’”’ explains madame, “‘is 
in the muscles, which are held taut and 
then set in motion. It carries a wave of 
motion throught all the muscles and 
reaches every part of the upper arm mus- 
cles especially. The arms may be hung 
at the side and the same movements made. 
When the arm is held up the trembling 
works the muscles at the back of the arm. 
With the arms downward the muscles at 
the front of the arm are exercised. That 
is a very choice and rather fascinating 
exercise and worth a great deal to the girl 
who is looking forward with despair to 
the time when she will put on a close 
Sleeve. 

“Any one knows,’”’ Mme. Alberti contin- 
ued, “that to develop these muscles grace- 
filly the exercises must affect just the 
right muscles or there will be vero-develop- 
ment in one direction and lack of any in 
Others. A girl will have bumps and knots 
On her arms if she doesn’t do the work 
thoroughly. 

“What every girl wants and what all 
men admire in a girl’s arms are curves— 
soft, sinuous curves. Here is an exercise 
designed to produce them: 

“Tt is called the spiral. Stretch the arms 
out and twist the muscle, starting at the 
shoulder. The spiral runs up to the hand. 
This produces a series of curves that are 
beautiful,”’ 

To Enlarge the Arm. 

In this madame doubled her plump hands 
Into a fist and held them before her chest. 
Then she produced a rigor of the arm mu- 
cle, lowered the clinched hands and 
straightened the arms out on a line with the 
body and the palms upward. This again 
Produced a turning of the entire muscle 
of the arms, only in the opposite direction 
from the spiral motion. Turn the arm in 
the opposite direction, bringing it to the 
front of the body and-finish it by landing 
the clinched hands where they started 
from. That is another exercise especially 
designed to manufacture curves and in- 
crease the size of the upper arm. 

“This is something more energetic,” said 
madame, grasping a chair firmly with both 
hands and letting it hang before her. 
“Lift the chair and swing it back to the 
left and over the back of the head, where 
it rests a second across the neck, is raised 
once in the air, dropped to the neck again, 
raised again, passed forward over the 
head and dropped before the body in the 
Starting position. 

“There are other chair exercises, but the 
four movements mentioned, trembling, spi- 
ral, turning and with the chair, are enough 
to furnish any girl with well-shaped arms. 

“After these exefrcises,’””’ went on madame, 
“it is very good to shower the arms with 
cold water and give them a brisk rubbing. 
Massage for the upper arm five minutes 
each morning and night will help where a 
girl is bound to have quick results. The 
Summer sports very generally produce 
Curvature of the spine. Women and girls 
Who use the right side of the body in sum- 
mer games and exercises should take fif- 
teen or thirty minutes’ daily practice with 
the left arm and side of the body to cor- 
rect any tendency to one-sidedness.”’

CROPS GREATLY BENEFITED. 


In Some Sections the Rainfall Was 
Too Severe, but Generally Con- 
ditions Are Improved.

weekly crop bulletin 
bureau made its 
yesterday. it contains much encouraging 
news for the farmers and shows that the 
general conditions this week are much bet- 
ter than last. It reads as follows: 

“With the exception of the first two 
days of the week, exceptionally tine grow- 
ine weather has prevailed, and crops gen- 
erally have improved materially. The ex- 
cessively heavy rains of the 7th and 8th 
did much damage—overfiowing lowlands 
and badly washing hillsides, These dam- 
ages, which were sectional, have been more 
than counterbalanced by the general good 
done by timely rains over the entire state, 
and the close of the week finds all 
much improved, especially cotton and corn. 
Upland corn is well advanced, much of tt 
‘being in full silk. Cotton is progressing 
rapidly; the weed is large and full of 
fruit. In some localities this crop -is 
about two weeks earlier than usual. Some 
farnrers complain of rust. Wheat thresh- 
ing is about completed, and with the ex- 
ception of plowing some late corn and 
cotton, farm work is about finished. Peas 
are doing well. Grapes are good and rip- 
but other fruits are said to 
be inferior. Melons are not abundant, and 
comparatively few have been shipped. 

Northern Section. 

“The long continued drouth has at last 
been broken, but it was broken in such a 
way that it is doubtful if much good was 
derived. The rains have been continuous 
and heavy, and in many sections accoin- 
panied by high winds which tangled or 
leveled the crops to the ground. The rains

crops 


corn, but on the other hands, bottom land 
eorn and other crops were seriously dim- 
aged. The water in the streams was the 
highest known in years, and all fields ad- 
joining were submerged. All upland corn 
is looking fine, and is in nearly full silk 
and tassel. Gardens are also doing well. 
Cotton is a first-class crop. The weed is 
large and full of fruit. It is about two 
weeks earlier than usual and has stvod 
the wet weather remarkably well, having 
Shed but very few squares since the rains. 
All minor crops are in fine condition. 
Wheat threshing is about finished and 
farm work is alnfost done, except some 
late corn and cctton to plow again. Peas 
are growing nicely, 
Central Section. 

“The past week has been a rainy one 
and the high winds and overflowing of 
bottom land have done considerable dam- 
age to growing crops. Corn especially has 
suffered from the wind, as it is large and 
will not overcome prostration readily. It 
was laid by in good shape, and notwith- 
standing the long drouth, the recent rains 
have greatly improved its condition on 
lands not subject to overflows. Cotton is 
fruiting heavily and doing well, though 
some farmers complain of rust and boll 
worms, but its general condition is much 
more favorable than last week's report. 
Potatoes, peas, rice and all minor crops 
are in fine condition. Melons are not 
plentiful and very few. have been shippod. 
ruit crop is inferior except grapes, which 
are very promising. 

Southern Section. 

“Copious rains have fallen throughout 
this section during the past week, acconr- 
panied by high winds in some localities, 
but doing little damage, and crops of all 
kinds are in fine condition except where 
the rains were excessive and the over- 
flows occurred. Corn is looking better 
and cotton: is fruiting heavily and open- 
ing. Some farmers complain of rust. 
Tobacco is doing nicely. Peas are being 
shipped in large quantities. Pinders, pota- 
toes and garden vegetables are doing well. 
The fruit crop is poor, except grapes, 
which are fine. Watermelons are very 
inferior.’’ 


LIGHT SHOWERS EXPECTED. 


Conditions Are Favorable for General- 
ly Fair Weather. 

Very little change in the relative posi- 
tions of the areas of high and low barom- 
eter, except that the center of high pres- 
sure has moved a little to the west along 
the gulf coast. 

The highest pressure being over the gulf 
states, the air will continue to move up 
from the south, causing continued high 
temperatures over most of the country. 

With but few exceptions, clear weather 
prevails over the ‘country. 

Light showers have fallen during the 
past twenty-four hours on the gulf coast 
und at the Atlantic stations. Favorable 
weather prevails throughout the cotton 
belt. 

The conditions are favorable for gen- 
erally fair weather, except possibly scat- 
tered thunder showers. 

The bulletin issued yesterday by the 
Weather bureau showing conditions exist- 
ing in the cotton region, was as follows:

ONLY WOMEN SELL PAPERS. 


Such a Thing as a Newsboy Unknown 
in the German Capital. 
From The New York Press. 

Newsboys are unknown in Berlin. Who 
could fancy a Londoner or a New Yorker 
on the omnibus or the elevated without his 
newspaper? In the German capital it is 
different. Every day at a stated hour the 
newspaper is brought to one’s door (be it 
that of rich men or poor) by a newspaper 
woman, and read leisurely at the morning 
“fruhstuck” or evening meal. This so-called 
“abonnement” plan is far wider practiced 
in Berlin than the habit of buying at the 
newsdealers’ stands. The latter are, never- 
the less. well known here, and are in them- 
selves a peculiarity of the German capital. 
Small stands are erected generally on the 
corner of some prominent street, such as 
Unter den Linden, the Friedrich and Pots- 
damer, well stocked with newspapers, mag- 
azines and often drinks of all kinds, and 
presided over by men or womer. Each 
news dealer has, besides the chance buyer, 
his or her own private patronage, and it 
would be considered a grave offense for one 
of these ‘‘stiddys” to buy his paper at any 
other stand. 

There are many old types among the 
news dealers. In many instances their indi- 
viduality is striking enough to give them 
celebrity. ‘‘Bulow Marie,”’ for instance, is 
known the world over. She was loved by 
the great musician, Von Bulow, and was 
familiar with all the masters of Berlin. 

All who have visited Berlin must remem- 
ber the little wooden booth at the Pots- 
damer gate, where. be it summer, when the 
chestnut trees on the near-by flowing canal 
are in full bloom, or in winter, when the 
bleak winds are blowing, over which a 
stout, motherly looking woman, with bright 
red cheeks and cheery blue eyes, is nearly 
always presiding, ‘‘Bulow Marie’’ loves mu- 
sic. Bulow made her conspicuous by his 
flattering attentions. He often stopped to 
chat with her at the Thor. 

At the end of one of his 
‘Bulow Marie” testified her deep admira- 
tion for him by kissing him heartily on 
both cheeks as he was about to get into his 
carriage. 

The composer, Moszkowsk!], is another of 
her friends, along with many of the Berlin 
opera stars. The youths and maidens of the 
neighboring conservatory regard her with 
considerable awe, Any new bit of musical 
gossip over some famous composer or di- 
rector, the latest opera or composition, the 
death of some great pianist, criticisms of 
Sarasate, D’'Albert and Mascagni, anything, 
everything musical, must be discussed with 
“Bulow Marie.”" She always Knows where 
Moszkowski is to be found, whether Joa- 
chim is at home, and how Frau Sucher is 
singing. 

There is a locally celebrated anarchist at 
another paper booth; and at another a gen- 
uine baron, of most aristocratic connections, 
points his mustache and twirls his cane 
while dealing out newspapers to passing

Harry Raymond Exhonorated of the 
wheres of Forgery.

POTTS NOT. TO BE PROSECUTED 


Joe Allen Still in Jail and Will Be 
Tried Again Today—His Mul- 
tifold Woes. 


Dudley Potts, the young man who was 
arrested last Sunday and locked in the 
station house on the charge of forgery, was 
to have been prosecuted on three cases, 
but the warrants were withdrawn yester- 
day, and the young man released. 

Potts’s father, a member of the firm of 
the Potts-Thompson Liquor Company, 
succeeded in gaining his son’s freedom. He 
visited, personally, the three firms on 
which the worthless checks were passed 
and succeeded in persuading the proprie- 
tors to withdraw the prosecution on settle- 
ment of the amount of the checks. 

The story of the three forgeries has been 
told in the papers. Young Potts succeed- 
ed in passing the checks on South's bar on 
Decatwr street: Blacknall’s grocery store 
on Whitehall street, and Kennedy's sa- 
loon, in the Grand building. 

None of the checks called for large 
amounts, and two of them contained the 
alleged signatures of Mr. Henry Potts; the 
other appeared to have ‘been signed by F. 
L. Ford, who appears to be an unknown 
man. 


Raymond Not Implicated. 

It was stated in yesterday’s Constitution 
that Harry Raymond was associated with 
Potts in the forgeries. This fact was be- 
lieved by some of the detectives, but it 
now appears that such is not the case, 
and Raymond was released yesterday_af- 
ternoon, 

When Potts passed the check on the 
Blacknall Grocery Company he was in com- 
pany with a young man whose name, Potts 
claims, was Wells, but who answers very 
closely to the description of Raymond. 

At the same time Raymond was arrest- 
ed and locked up on the charge of having 
robbed a man under the Forsyth street 
bridge. He was exonerated of this charge, 
however, in the police court yesterday af- 
ternoon., 

Mr. Blacknall happened to hear of Ray- 
mond’s arrest and went to the station 
house Monday afternoon and _ stated that 
he was of the opinion that Raymond was 
the man who was with Potts the day the 
forged check was passed. 

The detectives thoroughly tnvestigated 
this theory yesterday, and found it to be 
groundless, 

Allen Still in Jail. 

Joe Allen, who was sent to jail last Mon- 
day from Justice Orr’s court ont he charge 
of having forged a check on S. M. Truitt 
& Son, still occupies his cell. 

Allen ‘has claimed all along that the 
check was given him by a man with whom 
he was in partnership in the minstrel 
business. This mysterious individual, how- 
ever, seems to be of the Brown Allen or.- 
der. 

It was thought yesterday that Raymond 
might be this partner; and he was taken 
to the jail, where Allen declared him to 
be the wrong man. 

Allen will be prosecuted “on another 
case, in which it is charged that he forged 
a check on the Fitten-Thompson Hard- 
ware Company. He will probably be tried 
on this case today.

Attacking the Reorganization. 


A sensational suit has been filed in the 
United States court at Milwaukee by gen- 
eral creditors of the Northern Pacific Rail- 
way Company attacking the proposed reor- 
ganization agreement seeking the 
postponement of the sale ordered 
to take place July 25th, and 
asking that the decree of foreclosure 
the sale be set aside. The court is asked 
to enjoin the sale, but Judge Jenkins has 
taken no action, and will not until after 
all the parties have been heard. 

The petition charges that the reorganiza- 
tion agreement was irregularly brought 
about and that the decree of the sale was 
secured in the same manner; that the gen- 
eral creditors are to be shut out from the 
distribution of the assets, while the stock- 
holders are allowed to come in and partici- 
pate. If the proposed sale is allowed to 
take place the creditors say that they will 
be unable to protect themselves, for the 
reason that the property is so extremely 
valuable that no single creditor, or, in- 
deed, _possibly, all the general creditors 
combined, would be able to purchase, as the 
combination of the secured creditors would 
raise the purchase price beyond what the 
general creditors might be able to pay. If 
a certain class of security holders qre 
permitted’ to make the plan of reorganiza- 
tion exclude the general creditors and 
give preference to the stockholders, in- 
justice and oppression must necessarily 
supervene. 

The bill submits that it is the right of 
the general creditors to participate in anv 
Plan of reorganization and to the exclusion 
of the stockholders. ‘

That Sum Said To Be Involved in 
Today’s Tax Discussion. 


COUNTY BOARD TO CONSIDER IT 


Commissioners Meet Today and the 
Important Question Will Be 
Acted On. 


The board of county commissioners 
meets in special session this morning at 
10 o'clock to discuss the question of coun- 
ty tax with the banks, building and loan 
associations and insurance companies. The 
meeting will be one of very grave impor- 
tance and some very spicy developments 
may be the result of the session. 

When the question as to the amount of 
county tax due by certain corporations was 
discussed at the last regular meeting of 
the board, it was thought advisable to 
postpone definite action until the corpora- 
tions affected could be given an opportu- 
nity to be heard upon the subject. At the 
meeting today the corporations will be 
represented by attorneys and the matter 
will be argued from both standpoints. 

The question is one of vital importance 
and involves more than a million collars 
of taxable property annually, it is claimed. 
The corporations allege they are now pay- 
ing their portion of taxes and show that 
Fulton county pays about one-eighth of 
the entire tax of the state. 

The action of the board of commission- 
ers in making an investigation does not 
seem to have been unanimous, and there 
are two factions in the board. Commis- 
sioner Forrest Adair and Walter R. Brown 
favor the passage of a resolution requiring 
the corporations to pay the same rate of 
taxes upon their surplus and undivided 
surplus and profits as they do upon their 
capital stock. Commissioners Collier, 
Spalding and Thompson have not commit- 
ted themselves, but it may be they will 
vote against this, which will place the 
majority of the board against the passage 
of a resolution of this character. 

Attorney Rosser, at the instance of 
Messrs. Adair and Brewn, has made the 
examination cf the law and his opinion 
is that the banks, building and loan asso- 
ciations and insurance companies are lia- 
ble for the amount of tax. 

The opinion of Attorney Rosser coincides 
with the position taken by Commissioners 
Adair and Brown, and he declares that the 
financial corporations are liable to the 
county for a large amount of taxes here- 
tofore unpaid. 

The session this morning promises to be 
very interesting, and the commissioners 
may remain in session several hours. It 1s 
said final action will be taken today. 


JUST BEFORE EXECUTION. 


Some Farewell Expressions from the 
Lips of Noted Prisoners. 
From ‘The St. Louis Republic. 

If itis true that a man’s whole life flashes 
before his inner vision in the breifZ space 
of a second as he passes through mortal 
danger, or in his last conscious moments, 
it may also be true that a man’s real char- 
acter reveals itself by word and deed when 
he is about to yield up life voluntarily or 
involuntarily. 

The truth of this assertion must have 
impressed such early historians as Camb- 
den, Spotswood, Clarendon, Sprat and Bur- 
net, for in a volume published in London 
in 1730 are compiled and presented the dy- 
ing speeches and behavior of a number of 
stai‘e prisoners of noble rank who were 
condemned to death and ‘executed during 
300 years prior to the publication of this 
quaint and interesting volume. 

Best known, perhaps, is the sad fate of 
Sir Thomas More, who during the early 
reign of Henry VIII Was a great favorite 
with the king. Like all that monarch’s 
favors, however, the poet’s preferment 
proved Dead sea fruit. In 1535 he was con- 
demned to die for high treason, because he 
would not subscribe to the profligacy of his 
master. 

About 9 o’clock he was brought out of the 
Tower. His beard was long, his face pale 
and thin. He carried a red cross in his 
hand, and often lifted his eyes to heaven. 
A woman met him with a cup of wine, but 
he refused it, saying: ‘‘Christ at his pas- 
sion drank no wine, but gall and vinegar.’’ 
Another woman came crying and demanded 
some papers she said she left in his hands 
when he was lord chancellor. ‘‘Good wo- 
man,” replied the condemned man, ‘“‘have 
patience but for an hour, and the king will 
rid me of the care I have for those papers, 
and everything else.’”’ A third woman fol- 
lowed him crying that he had done her 
much wrong when in’his exalted position. 
To her he said: “I very well remember the 
cause, and if I were to decide it now, I 
should make the same decree.’’ 

When he came to the scaffold it seemed 
ready to fall. Noticing the insecure con- 
dition of the block, Thomas More said 
merrily to the lieutenant who escorted 
him: 

‘“‘Pray, sir, see me safe up; and as to my 
coming down, let me shift for myself.” 

After reciting the Miserere Psalm, the 
condemned man arose and listened to the 
executioner’s prayer for forgiveness. He 
kissed him and said: 

‘Pluck up thy spirits, man, and be not 
afraid to do thine office; my neck is very 
short. Take heed, therefore, thou strike 
not awry for saving thine honesty.”’ 

Then, putting his beard aside, he laid his 
head on the block. 

“Thus he suffered with much cheerful- 
ness,”’ said Thomas Pope of him, ‘‘and his 
head was taken off at one blow.” 


Sir Walter Raleigh was another victim 
of an unjust royal wrath that demanded 
his head in 1618. There was no legal evi- 
dence produced at his trial that he was con- 
spiring against King James, althouwgh he 
was found guilty of such offense by a jury, 
under instructions from the court. 

WalterRaleigh is described as a gentle- 
man of good presence, handsome, we.l pro- 
portioned, with strong and natural wit and 
a voluble tonguq Perhaps this latter at- 
tribute made itself. more strongly felt at 
his death than any other. He wrote a long 
letter to the king on the night befvre his 
execution and still a longer one to his wife. 
In his letter to the king he assures him of 
ris humble submiss‘on to his will, end the 
letter to his wife concludes with the ten- 
der admcnition: 

“Pray for me, and let my good God holl 
you both (meaning his son) in His arms 
Written with the dying hand of sometimes 
thy husband, but now also overthrown.”’ 

Before his execution, in the morning, he 
made a long address to the iords, knights 
and gentlemen that crowded tround the 
scaffold. He explained at length the causes 
that led him t»% be suspected of an alliance 
with the French. When he had spoken for 
about an hour, all spectators were asked to 
leave the scaffold, whither they had crowa- 
ed to hear the prisoner speak. Sir Walter 
gave away his hat, his cap and some money 
to some of his friends, and took cordial 
leave of them. He thanked the lord of 
Arundel for his company to the scaffold, 
and entreated him to desire the king that 
no scandalous writing to defame him might 
be published after his death. 

Taking off his doublet and gown, he asked 
the henchman to show him the ax; which 
wish was not granted him at once, and he 
exclaimed: 

“T prithee let me see it; dost thou think 
that I am afraid of it?’ 

It being given him, he felt along the edge 
of it, and, with a smile, suid to the sheriff: 

‘This is sharp medicine, but it is a phy- 
sician that will cure all diseases.”’ 

With a last entreaty to his friends to 
pray that he might be given strength, he 
announced that he was ready to lay his 
head upon the block. 

‘‘How do you desire to lay it?’’ asked the 
sheriff. 


“So the heart be straight, it is no mat- 
ter which way the head lieth,” answered 
the great English traveler and soldier, and 
he himself gave the sign to the henchman 
when to strike. 

“His head,’’ says the historian, ‘* was ex- 
hibited on each side of the scaffold, and 
then put into a red leather bag, and his 
wrought velvet gown thrown over ft, which 
was afterwards conveyed away in a morun- 
ing coach of his lady’s.’’ 


Like Sir Walter Raleigh, Thomas, ear) of 
Strafford, was held in high esteem by the 
English aristocracy of his day, although 
Clarendon says of him that he was too 
great a condemner of ceremony to have 
many friends at court. “Of all his pas- 
sions, his pride was most predominant,” 
says this same biographer, ‘and which was 
by the hand of heaven strangely punished, 
by bringing his destruction upon him by 
two things which he most despised, the peo- 
ple and Sir Harry Vane. In a word, the 
epitaph which Plutarch records, that Sylla 
wrote for himself, may not be unfitly ap- 
plied to him: That no man did ever exceed 
him in either doing good to his friends, or 
in doing mischief to his enemies, for his 
acts of both kinds were most notorious.” 

The earl of Strafford was executed on 
May 12, 1641, and he, too, exercised a con- 
demned man’s prerogative of writing let- 
ters and making speeches. To the king he 
indited a lengthy epistle, In which he as- 
sured him that it had been his greatest 
grief in all his troubles to be taken as a 
person that should endeavor to present and 
set things amiss between his majesty and 
the people, winding up with the statement 
“that he gives up the life of this world 
with all cheerfulness imaginable,” and a 
plea for his son and three sisters. 

His execution was no less sensational 
than those of the other noblemen who had 
gone before. 

“One stroke will make my wife husband- 
less, my dear. children fatherless,’’ said 
he, after a long address, in which he set 
forth his innocence of the crime charged. 
“Tt will separate me from my dear brothers 
and all my friends: but let God be to you 
and them all in all.” 

While taking off his doublet, he 
with cheerful mien: 

“T thank God that I am not afraid of 
death, nor daunted with any discourage- 
ment rising from any fears, but do as 
cheerfully put off my doublet at this time 
as I ever did when I went to bed.” 

After he had wound up his hair with his 
hands and put on a white cap, he called out 
aloud: 

‘Where is the man that is to do this last 
office ?’’ 

The executioner came forward and craved 
his forgiveness. 

‘“‘Let me first lay down my head to try 
the fitness of the block, and take it up 
again before I lay it down for good,’”’ he 
said to the henchman, continuing: 

“TI will give you warning when to strike 
by stretching forth my hands..”’ 

“The execution®r struck off his head at 
one blow,”’ reports the historian, ‘‘took it 
up in his hand, showed it to all the people 
and cried, ‘God save the king!’ ”

Seven years later, in the winter of 1643, 
an English king climbed the scaffold on 
which so many nobles had preceded him. 
It was no longer the monarch who was 
offended and sought to be avenged, but 
his dissatisfied and disgruntled people. 

Although King Charles I could say with 
Pericles at his death “that no man had 
ever worn a mourning gown through his 
occasion,” his own violent taking off caused 
untold sadness among his few friends. 

Like the nobles of his ancestors, the 
king did not disdain to make a speech 
upon the scaffold. 

While he spoke he saw a gentleman 
touch the ax that was to strike the fatal 
blow. 

“Hurt not the ax that may hurt me,” 
said the king, interrupting himself in his 
address to the bystanders. 

At this stage an,.interesting conversation 
occurred between the king, the bishop and 
the executioner. 

“Does my hair trouble you?” he asked 
the henchman, who desired him to put it 
all under his night cap.

The duke paid the executioner 6 guineas 
in advance for his work, and asked him to 
let h?m feel the edge of the ax. 

“T fear it is not sharp enough,” said he, 
as he returned it. 

“It is sharp enough and heavy enough,” 
was the sheriff's reassuring renly before 
he laid low the English pretender.

LATE LONDON NEWS 


Considerable Advance in the Pecuniary 
Value of English Art. 


THOS. SEXTON’S LAST SERVICE 


An American Teaching England How 
To Breed Hackneys—Bicycle 
Accidents in England. 


From The New York World. 

London, June 30.—One of the few great 
Frenchmen who ever muster up courage 
enough, or perhaps really have the inclina- 
tion, to cross the little bit of water which 
divides Calais from Dover—as I remember, 
it was Daudet in this instance—went into 
surprised raptures over the excellence of 
even contemporary English pictures. He 
went so far as to say that the exhibitors 
at the palais de l'industrie or the Champ 
de Mars might learn very much by an 
earnest study of the walls of Burlington 
house or the new gallery in Regent street. 
This was praise indeed from Sir Hubert. 
It is praise extorted only by an overwhelm- 
ing surprise when a Frenchman finds any- 
thing good to say of “perfidious Albion.” 

I suppose even the English artist would 
declare—for the gallery at least—that merit, 
artistic or otherwise, is never to be meas- 
ured by the public money value of his work. 
Still all of us Philistines, and doubtless 
Pictor himself on rent day, judge somewhat 
the artist’s real excellence by the estimate 
Which the skilled picture dealers put 
upon it. 

Judgea by this standard, I mention as a 
matter of news to The World’s readers the 
extraordinary prices "which have recently 
been paid for some works of English artists 
as proof that our home collectors have neg- 
lected their opportunities in buying French 
and Spanish productions so exclusively. 

Only the other day at an auction here 
Romney’s Lady Elizabeth Spencer and her 
sister, Viscountess Clifden, was bid in by 
Wertheimer, of Bond street, for 10,500 guin- 
eas—some $57,000 in our money. Yet it is 
to be feared that there are not so many 
on our side of the water who rank Romney 
up to the figure of Sir Joshua, not to speak 
of the French portrait painters of that 
period and immediately after. Wertheimer 
bought Sir Joshua’s ‘‘Lady Delmi” a year 
ago for ~-11,700 guineas. The Vanderbilt 
money is said to have been behind M. Wert- 
heimer’s bid for the Romney, and it may 
be yet found in the Blenheim gallery. 
These two sums were the highest paid in 
recent years at London picture sales, the 
next highest price being for Raphael's 
*“Crucifixion’’—10,600 guineas in Lord Dud- 
ley’s sale four years ago. An Alma Ta- 
dema bought at the Sir Julian Goldsmid 
sale last week fetched Just twice what the 
deceased baronet paid for it. A work by 
Sir John Millais showed an almost equal 
advance. Constables increase in value by 
hundreds of pounds year by year. 

T cabled you the other night a little talk 
with witty Frank Lockwood, queen’s coun- 
sel, about his fond expectations of all he, 
the lord chief justice and Mr. Cracken- 
thorpe, queen’s counsel—your compositors 
or the cable mutilated it into Mr. Cracker 
Thorpe—are expecting of their forthcoming 
visit to the United States. Many of, our 
lawyers at least know Lord Russell of 
Killowen, and every notable American visi- 
tor to London has met him here at one 
dinner or another. Meeting him, it is 
quite impossible not to like him. We at 
homé know him better as Sir Charles Rus- 
sell, since his peerage is only of a year or 
so. Irish sympathizers will remember him 
as the leader of Mr. Parnell’s bar before 
the special commission. He was, in fact, 
the greatest advocate of the generation at 
the English bar. He is entirely a self- 
made man, having achieved the perhaps 
unprecedented distinction of attaining the 
most dignified and greatest legal office in 
England entirely on his own merits and 
without pclitical influence of any kind. He 
is the first Catholic lord chief justice since 
the reformation and the first Jrishman who 
ever reached that office in England, He 
is a most eloquent and forcible speaker 
As a cross-examiner he was unapproached 
in his time at the bar. He is, moreover, 
reputed to be as good a judge of a horse as 
of a lawsuit. 


Sir Frank Lockwood, member of parlia- 
ment, is one of the most universally pop- 
ular men in parliament and society, a noted 
raconteus, an excellent speaker and an 
exceedingly clever cqaricaturist. He has 
long had a very large common-law prac- 
tice here and no cause celebre is complete 
without him. He was with Sir Charles Rus- 
sell for the Irish members before the com- 
mission, and, ag their Sir Charles Russell 
was, he is a stanch home ruler. In ap- 
pearance he looks more like the typical 
English country gentleman than a great 
lawyer. He represents the ancient city of 
York in parliament, and his personal pop- 
ularity makes him secure in his district 
against all shocks and changes of political 
fortune. He began life as an actor, and is 
an intimate friend of all leading members 
of the dramatic prefession in London. Both 
Lord Russell and Sir Frank Lockwood have 
declined numerous proposals made them to 
deliver public lectures during their visit 
to the United States. 

The royal commission appointed by Pre- 
mier Gladstone to inquire into the con- 
tention of the Irish nationalists that Ire- 
land paid more than her fair share to 
the imperial exchequer nas resulted in a 
Signal victory for the nationalist conten- 
tion. Thomas Sexton represented the na- 
tionalists on the commission, and an in- 
quiry which has lasted three years resolved 
itself into a duel between him and Lords 
Welby and Farrar, representing the Brit- 
ish treasury. There were eleven other 
commissioners of note, principally eminent 
ex-government officials, also John Redmond 
and the Hon. Edward Blake, but the whole 
brunt of inquiry fell on Sexton. The com- 
mission has now reported that whereas 
Ireland pays one-eleventh share of imperial 
taxation, she should only pay one-twen- 
tieth, and this report has been signed by 
Lords Welby and Farrar, who having en- 
tered Upon the inquiry, convinced cham- 
pions of the existing arrangement, were 
converted to the opposite view by Sexton's 
masterly presentation of the Irish case, 
and his brilliant cross-examination of the 
official financial expert witnesses put for- 
ward by the British treusury. Ireland pays 
roughly £7,590,00 a year to the imperial 
exchequer, whereas her fair share has now 
been declared to be about £4,800,000. The 
nationalists intend to demand restitution 
of some of this money, but that they will 
not get, although it is admitted that in his 
next year’s budget the chancellor of the 
exchequer must make a large remission 
or Irish taxation. Sexton, speaking to The 
World representative after the issue of the 
report, said that his health and peace of 
mind had been benefited so immensely by 
his retirement from politics that he had 
not the slightest intention of returning to 
public life. ‘“‘When I put my name to that 
report,’’ he said, “I said to myself, ‘This 
is the last political act of my life.’” 

English politics obviously seem to pos- 
se3s hardly more fascination to serious and 
thoughtful men than our own. I lately 
cabled you Historian Lecky’s despairing 
view of his experience as a public man af- 
ter only one session as a member of par- 
liament.

A Claim of $22,000,000 Brouwzht 
Aguinst the United States. | 
From The Buffalo Express. ae 
Along 12 ineensiderable portion of its 
course the Rio Grande constitutes th¢# in- 
ternational boundary between the Uvited 
States and Mexico. Until witain a?tfew 
years the Rio Grarde served the purpdses 
of a boundary line very creditably and gsat- 
isfactorily, but recently the settlers of{Col- 
orado and New Mexico—away up strcaim— 
have taken so much water out of the #iver 
for the purpose of irrigation that th old 
boundary line becomes obliterated dyring 
the dry season, and this has made so t€uch 
trouble for the Mexicans that their go «ern- 
ment claims of the United States eas 
damages. ‘ 
The circumsta.ices upon which they #ase 
this heavy claim for damages may be ftrrief- 
ly summed up as follows: From the pn¢igh- 
borhood of El Paso, extending about pgnety 
miles down the river, there is a valley ‘:bout 
fifteen miles wide, and since the rives has 
got into the habit of going dry every |purn- 
mer it has cut many different and wedely 
diverging channels with the advent of flood 
water.. In this way the international b¢und- 
ary has been practically obliterated, af far 
as this valley, fifteen miles wide ard rfarly 
ninety miles long, is concerned. Thi has 
led to endless complications as to national 
jurisdiction, and finally to a conditi¢n of 
utter lawlessness. In addition to thig the 
Mexicans claim that for some 200 yearsfthey 
have been cultivating the land of thi val- 
ley on their side of the boundary, hich 
was made very fertile and productive dy ir- 
rigation from the waters of the Rio Grande, 
but since the river has been systematically 
and continuously robbed of its wategs by 
the American settlers of Colorado anGgNew 
Mexico just at the season when the Frater 
was needed for irrigation, this valle}? be- 
low El Paso has become a sterile desery, ab- 
solutely worthless for agricultural purgoses. 
They claim that the Mexicans have aj3prior 
claim to the water of the Rio Gran¢fe, as 
they were using it for purposes of vriga- 
tion 200 years ago, but now they havasbeen 
robbed, not only of the water, but of tfe in- 
ternational boundary line, and, indirectly, 
of law and order in the valley referre; to. 
In view of ail this they set up a ciai§gn for 
22,000,000 damages, but they also prppose 
the terms of a compromise. The prop¢pRal is 
that the I’nited States shall build what has 
lately figured in the news of the day ids tne 
‘international dam.” This dam will, if 
built, be located about one and ong-half 
miles above El Paso, where the h¢#ights 
which inclose the canyon-like vallgy of 
the Rio Grande just above FE! Pas¢: con- 
verge so nearly that a dam 600 feet lona; will 
connect them. This dam, to serve thé pur- 
pose for which it has been designed, sould 
be 600 feet long and about seventy feet 
high, and will, when completed, cost fhout 
$1,000,000. Such a dam will, it is estirgated, 
create an immense reservoir fifteen *miles 
long by four miles wide, or about fourttimes 
as large as any artificial reservoir rw in 
existence. This will hold all the s?rplus 
water of the Rio Grande at flood vs and 
this accumulation will not only be ®&mple 
for irrigation of the arid lands in tht val- 
ley below it on both sides of the bougdary, 
but furnish a supply of water sat to 
hold the channel of the river by a mogerate 
but continuous flow all through up dry 
season. In this way the demands yf the 
Mexicans for damages can be satisfiél, the 
international boundary maintained, laiw and 
order restored in that valley below Eg Paso 
and the lands on the American as ell as 
the Mexican side of the valley furnished 
with an ample supply of water for pi poses 
of irrigation.

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FILIBUSTER’S LIFE 


Both Danger and Adventure Go Hand 


in Hand. 
THREE FRIENDS’ FIVE CARGOES 


LS 


Wary and Watchful Are the Officers 
and Crew as the Island 
Is Approached.

Waycross, Ga., July 14.—(Specia!l.)—From 
very reliable sources it is learned that the 
Three Friends, the small but swift fittle 


Florida vessel which has on five different . 


occasions landed men, arms and ammuni- 
tion in Cuba, was engaged by ...e Cuban 
junta to make five expeditions to Cuba 
for which, if successful, the owners were 
to receive $45,000. The boat is now in 
quarantine at the mouth of the St. Johns 
river, in Florida, having finished its con- 
tract, 

Nothing has been published as to the 
method of conducting these expeditions. 
It is generally known that danger ac- 
companies the approach of a filibuster to 
the Cuban shores, but how much cannot 
be imagined until the risks are understood. 
In making its five landings on the 
shores of Cuba the Three Friends has 
had several narrow escapes. 

When a filibuster starts out for the 
island with a cargo of arms, ammunition 
and men, it has sealed orders. from the 
Cuban officers on the island. When the 
captain is well out to sea these orders are 
opened. He finds the dispatches provide 
three landing places, and dates as to the 
attempt at each place. The filibuster is 
provided with a pilot who is perfectly 
familiar with the entire coast of Cuba, 
and when he is notified where the cargo 
is expected to be landed he makes his 
calculations accordingly. 

A vessel the size of the Three Friends has 
a great advantage over a Spanish man-of- 
war, for the reason that the smaller boat 
can see the larger vessel a distance of six 
miles before it can be seen by a man-ocf- 
war. This gives the filibuster that much 
leeway in making calculations. It, at 
sundown, nothing is in sight, fhe filibuster 
extinguishes every light, and proceeds to- 
ward shore, and the danger of running the 
blockade of twelve or nrore Spanish men- 
Ot-war and Numerous sma.er Spanish 
craft begins. 

The northern coast of Cuba is inthe wake 
of ail vessels traveling between South 
American ports and the United States, but 
whenever a light appears it is supposed to 
be that of a Spanish ship, for these ships 
must carry lights even when searching 
for filibusters. ‘The captain and pilot of 
the ftilibuster are guided entirely by the 
lighthouse of Havana or some light on 
the island in making their landing. 

When from four to six fathoms is told 
by the line the vessel is stopped, as the 
shore must be near by, but the filibuster 
steadily approaches yet a little closer. A 
boat is lowered and manned, and with 
muffled oars, the crew pulls for the shore. 
On landing they tind the insurgents await- 
ing them; then everything is made ready 
for the landing of the cargo. The small 
group of insurgents on the shore’ is in- 
creased to a regiment within a few min- 
utes. Boats are soon rushing to and fro 
between the filibuster and the shore, the 
implements of war are conveyed from the 
shore back into the woods, and by daylight 
the filibuster is out of sight. 

Should the lookout in the nest on the 
filibuster, as the sun is dipp'nge below the 
horizon. however. see a man-of-war or 
any other Spanish vessel patrolling the 
beach near the designated landing place, 
the filibuster goes out to sea and spends a 
day idiy loitering a‘bout. The next even- 
img it again approaches the shore and, if 
the Spanish vesse] is still in the neiehbor- 
hood, the conclusion is that the vessel fs 
not there by accident, but that the Span- 
lards are ‘‘on to” thWat landing place, and 
the captain proceeds to the second place 
designated. There the same tacties are 
employed by the filibuster. 

The Spanish troops endeavor to Keep 
posted on the movements of the insurg-nt 
armies, but the wily Cubans are too quick 
for them. When orders are issued for a 
landing at a certain place there is nor 
an insurgent within fifty miles of the 
designated spot twenty-four hours before. 
The night of the landing, however, finds 
hundreds of them in the neighborhood. 
They are divided tnto squads of feur er 
eight, each patrolling ten nrles of beach. 
They keep watch all night and if no hoat 
approaches the shore long before daylght, 
from places of hiding, they see a Spanish 
man-of-war patrolling the coast. They 
remain in hiding unt'l the next night. and 
go through the same maneuvers. If the 
conditions are the same at the exptira- 
tion of the next twenty-four hours they 


j; move on to the next place. 


When a squad of insurgents on the beach 
hears the almost imperceptible splash of 
Oars they peer into the darkness and walt 
until the crew lands. A signa! that has 
been agreed gee is given by the sailors, 
word is passed along the Nne and hefore 
the first boat load of arms is landed, 
hundreds of men are there to take care 
of them and assist in the unloading of the 
cargo. Should a man-of-war loom up on 
the horizon the filibuster is up and gone, 
likewise the insurgents, and they proceed 
to the next landing place. 

The filibusters are never sure of their 
ground, either on land or sea. They real- 
ize that the Spanish will show then? no 
mercy, and should a filibuster and its en- 
tire crew disappear at any time it can be 
safely said that it is at the bottom of the 
sea somewhere off the coast of Cuba.

ATLANTA'S BUILDING BOOM. 


The Three Newest pe Scrapers Will 
Be Beauties —Work on the Aus- 
tell Building Progressing. 


Church, 


the new Venable building in 
which will be located the council cham- 
ber and all of the offices of the city hall, 
have been completed by Architect G. L.. 
Norrman, and work is expected to coOm- 
mence on the structure in a few days. 

The building will be one of the hand- 
somest in the city. The outside walls are 
entirely of granite and the inner structure 
is a steel frame of the most approved pat- 
tern. The building will cost $400,000. It 
will be ten stories high, exclusive of the 
basements, which are two in number. 
The first basement will be used for a bar, 
Turkish bath, billiard room, 
basement will be devoted 
etc. 
for this building. which 
the corner Of Marietta 
and Forsyth streets, has already heen 
completed. The building will contain 359 
rooms, and will present a metropolitan 
appearance that will add greatly to that 
part of the city in which it is located. 

On the same block is being erected the 
Austell building, another ten-story struc- 
ture for business offices, which will be a 
beautiful ornament to Atlanta. The plans 
for this building were drawn by Architects 
Bruce &: Morgan, and they show one of 
the prettiest buildings that has ever been 
seen in the south. Work on this is being 
pushed to completion as rapidly as possible. 

The Mutual Life building, which is to go 
up at the junction of Peachtree and Broad 
street on the triangle, is being delayed be- 
cause the board of aldermen have not as 
yet given their consent to its erection. The 
prospective plan of this beautiful building 
was published in The Constitution recent- 
ly. The building proposed is an arcade 
structure which extends over the sidewalk, 
just as the great Madison Square garden 
does in New York. On account of this 
arcade there have been objections raised to 
the erection of the building. The city 
council has given its consent to its erec- 
tion, but it is necessary also to «btain 
the consent of the board of aldermen. This 
cannot be had before the meeting which 
has been called for July 23d, when the mat- 
ter will be brought up. 

Whether the board of aldermen gives its 
consent to the erection of the arcade 
building or not, there will be a new building 
erected on this spot. The ground has al- 
ready been purchased by the prospective 
builders. If the board of aldermen refuses 
to allow the arcade construction, the com- 
pany will erect a building which does not 
extend over the sidewalk, at a cost of only 
$75,000, whereas, if the aldermen allow 
their plans, as drawn, they will erect a 
building there which will cost $490.000. The 
difference to the city in taxes alone on the 
two buildings would amount to $10,000, 
which is very good rent for the sidewalks 
Which will be covered bv the arcade. 

The arcade building instead of marrtng 
the beauty of the street would add very 
materially to its beaufy. Unquestionably 
the plans for the arcade building are the 
prettiest that have been prepared (for 
any building ever erected in Atlanta, and 
it is not at all likely that -the aldermen 
will refuse their consent to its erection.
